On September 18, Palm Beach Com¬ 
munity College accepted a land dona¬ 
tion, valued at $1.8 million, from the 
John D. and Catherine T. MacArthur 
Foundation for use as the site of PBCC’s 
Edward M. Eissey Campus educational 
auditorium/community performing arts 
facility. 

The land (5.39 acres) was given 
through the John D. and Catherine T. 
MacArthur Foundation's locai grants of¬ 
fice and is adjacent to the PBCC Eissey 
Campus, south of the Palm Beach 
County Courthouse North Annex. This 
property adjoins the three acres of land 
donated to the College earlier this year 
by the City of Palm Beach Gardens. 

The $4.4 million, 750-seat educational 
auditorium/community performing arts 
facility will contain a stage, orchestra pit, 
dressing rooms, control booth, ticket 
booth, reception area and offices. 

The yearly-use ratio designated by the 
College will allow the educational audi¬ 


torium/community performing arts facil¬ 
ity to be used for educational purposes 
60 percent of the time and for community 
use the remaining 40 percent. 

PBCC President Edward M. Eissey 
said, "This new facility will give our stu¬ 
dents at PBCC the educational opportu- 
nities to be trained in various 
entertainment-oriented fields while of¬ 
fering all portions of northern Palm 
Beach County a variety of cultural 
events at reasonable costs.” 

At the present time, theaters and cul¬ 
tural centers exist on two of PBCC's four 
campuses. The Central Campus in Lake 
Worth is home to the Watson B. Duncan 
Theatre, and the Glades Campus 
houses the Dolly Hand Cultural Arts 
Center. In addition, an educational audi¬ 
torium is planned for the South Campus 
in Boca Raton.

Capital Improvements 


A five-year education plant survey of 
PBCC was conducted in December of 1990 
by the Educational Facilities Planning and 
Evaluation Section of the Office of Educa¬ 
tion Facilities, State Department of Educa¬ 
tion. The survey estimates PBCC’s need for 
housing the educational program, the stu¬ 
dent population, faculty, administration, 
staff, and auxiliary and ancillary service 
spaces. 

Cost estimates, reflecting 1990 construc¬ 
tion costs, were included in the recommen¬ 
dations. For the five-year period ending in 
1995, the total estimated costs were: 


This budget is submitted to the Governor 
for funding consideration by the legislature. 

Each project submitted for funding is pro¬ 
cessed through a "Relative Need Formula," 
which compares each of the 28 community 
colleges in the state in regard to factors 
such as student enrollment, square footage 
constructed and in the facility inventory, 
age of facilities, etc. From this formula pro¬ 
cess, a list of projects for the community 
college system is recommended for legis¬ 
lative funding.

Broken down by campus, $58,698,351 is 
needed for Central Campus. $23,300,047 
for the Edward M. Eissey Campus, 
$8,494,470 for Glades Campus and 
$15,159,546 for South Campus. 

The cost estimates did not cover factors 
such as custodial service facilities, sanita¬ 
tion facilities, correction of deficiencies re¬ 
lated to safety, health and sanitation, 
accommodations needed for the physically 
disabled, roof replacement, etc. 

From the state-recommended project sur¬ 
vey, PBCC prepares a capital improvement 
plan (CIP) which is submitted each August 
to the State Division of Community Col¬ 
leges. The CIP is included in the division’s 
capital outlay budget, which is part of the 
State Education Commissioner's budget.

Promote Business 
Partnerships 


Through a variety of new and continuing 
partnerships with business and industry, 
Palm Beach Community College provides 
innovative education and training opportu¬ 
nities. Pratt & Whitney, Northern Telecom, 
Motorola and IBM are among the busi¬ 
nesses that have formed such partnerships 
with Palm Beach Community College. 
PBCC’s Edward M. Eissey Campus and 
Pratt & Whitney's Government Engines Di¬ 
vision have had a long-standing partner¬ 
ship to provide the following educational 
programs to Pratt & Whitney employees 
and their suppliers’ employees: 

• Quality Plus team training prepares 
employees to function as members of 
continuous improvement problem¬ 
solving teams. 

• The Computer Integrated 
Manufacturing A.S. degree program 
provides on-site credit classes for 
Pratt & Whitney employees who wish 
to pursue a two-year degree. 

• The Advanced Drafter training 
program is a joint partnership with 
Palm Beach Community College, 

Pratt & Whitney and North Technical 
Education Center. This program 
trains drafters for employment in the 
field of aerospace manufacturing. 

Palm Beach Community College has en- 
ter^^o the following three business/in¬ 


dustry partnerships under the 
Sunshine State Skills program 
during the 1990-91 fiscal year: 

• The PBCC and Northern 
Telecom training program 
provides customized 
curriculum and training 
delivery for circuit board and 
back panel assembly 
workers. This $100,000 
grant provides training for 
over 120 employees. 

• The College and United 
Technologies Optical 
Systems are designing training 
modules for developing advanced 
drafting skills for engineers, 
draftsmen and engineering aides. 

This program is being completed by 
Pratt & Whitney due to a downturn in 
the military contracts at United 
Technologies Optical System. The 
dollar value of this grant is $68,000. 

• PBCC and Pratt & Whitney are 
participating in a $100,000 grant to 
produce an interactive video training 
package which will prepare 
individuals to accurately interpret 
engineering drawings. This project is 
a continuation of an industry services 
grant-funded project in conjunction 
with the Palm Beach County Schools.

Approximately 200 individuals will be 
trained annually at Pratt & Whitney. 
The College and the School Board of 
Palm Beach County will have 
commercial marketing rights to the 
finished product. 

Other forms of partnerships have also 
evolved. With a gift of an IBM System 36 
from IBM, a business training center func¬ 
tions at the South Campus in Boca Raton. 
A schedule of training courses for local 
users of the System 36 is offered annually, 
to addition, the training center uses a Sys¬ 


tem 400 to provide cross training between 
users of System 36 and the newer System 
400. 

At the Central Campus, earlier funding 
and robotic equipment gifts from Motorola 
have made possible the establishment of 
the Motorola Technology Center. This fa¬ 
cility provides the training equipment for 
the Computer Integrated Manufacturing 
program and for short-term robotics train¬ 
ing courses. 



Financial Aid Options 
Offered by 
Student Services 


Palm Beach Community College provides 
financial aid in the form of scholarships, 
grants, loans and employment awarded to 
students who otherwise would not be able 
to afford the cost of attending college. In 
1990, PBCC awarded $3.4 million in finan¬ 
cial aid to 2,200 students. 

These financial aid programs are from 
federal, state and local governments; col¬ 
leges; community organizations; and pri¬ 


vate corporations or individuals. Students 
who need financial assistance to attend 
Palm Beach Community College should 
apply for financial aid. 

Applications for financial aid should be 
submitted as soon as possible after Janu¬ 
ary 1. For more information, please contact 
the nearest PBCC financial aid office at any 
of PBCC’s four campus locations.

Financial aid options: 

• Pell Grants are available to students who are 
enrolled at least half-time and who demonstrate 
financial need. Pell Grants do not have to be 
repaid. 

• Supplemental Educational Opportunity Grants 
are awarded to students with exceptional 
financial need, with priority given to Pell Grant 
recipients. 

• Florida Student Assistance Grants, which are 
need based, are available to full-time students 
who are Florida residents. 

• President's Scholars Awards are available to 
high school graduates in the top 10 percent of 
accredited Palm Beach County high schools. 

• GED Merit Scholarships are awarded to the 
persons who scored among the top five percent 
on the GED exam administered by the Palm 
Beach County Adult Education Program. 

• Graduating Sophomore Scholarships are 
available to PBCC graduates transferring to an 
upper-division institution. 

• Community scholarships are awarded on the 
basis of financial need, academic achievement 
or special talents. 

• College Work Study is part-time campus 
employment which is available to students who 
demonstrate financial need. 

• Stafford Student Loan Program is a low interest 
loan program for students who are attending 
school at least half-time. The loan must be 
repaid. 

• PLUS provides loans for parents who want to 
borrow to help pay for their children’s education. 

• Supplemental loans are available to student 
borrowers.

Palm Beach Community College is pres¬ 
ently negotiating with the Boca Raton Com¬ 
munity Redevelopment Agency to secure a 
lease at Mizner Park to construct an edu¬ 
cational auditorium for the College’s South 
Campus. 

The acquisition is supported by the City of 
Boca Raton and the Chamber of Com¬ 
merce of Boca Raton in addition to 16 other 
community agencies. 

The proposed facility would contain class¬ 
rooms, a stage, orchestra pit, seating, 
music reference room, ensemble room, 


dressing rooms, green room, costume de¬ 
sign room, scene shop, control booth, of¬ 
fices, reception area, audio/visual 
laboratory, music practice room, ticket 
booth, choral laboratory and storage 
rooms. 

Palm Beach Community College will also 
lease the existing open air amphitheater 
and operate and manage the educational 
auditorium as a cultural facility to be used 
by the College for educational purposes 
and other public cultural uses.
